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A HARLOW care home at the centre 
of a recent police investigation has 
come under fire from a Government 
health watchdog after inspectors 
highlighted a number of serious con¬ 
cerns over standards. 

Partridge Care Centre, in Partridge Road, is 
criticised in a new Care Quality Commission 
compliance report for failing to protect its 
elderly residents against the “unsafe use” of 
medicines and provide consistent and appro¬ 
priate care. 

The review also raises concerns about the 
general cleanliness of the facilities, staffing 
levels and employee training as well as noting 
that residents’ consent was not always sought 
before making changes to their care packages. 

The report comes just weeks after police 
announced the centre - run by the Loughbor¬ 
ough-based firm Rushcliffe Care - would not 
face criminal action following an investiga¬ 
tion into the deaths of two of its elderly resi¬ 
dents earlier this year. 


Detectives concluded that no criminal 
offences had been committed at the facility 
and also dropped assault charges levelled 
against a 36-year-old woman - believed to 
have been a care worker at the home - arrest¬ 
ed in connection with the probe. 

An Essex County Council investigation 
launched following the deaths is still ongoing. 

Reacting to the CQC report earlier this 
week, Harlow MP Robert Halfon called for an 
“urgent explanation” over the issues raised by 
the inspection team. 

“The new report from the Care Quality 
Commission raises serious concerns, espe¬ 
cially around the unsafe use of medicines,” he 
said. 

“This is deeply worrying, which is why I 
have written directly to Rushcliffe Care ask¬ 
ing for an urgent explanation and urging them 
to put the necessary resources in to fix these 
problems.” 

He added: “Enough is enough. In the run¬ 
up to Christmas and the cold winter months, 
we need to see rapid improvements in care, 
especially on the use of medicines.” 

The Star approached Rushcliffe Care for 
comment but had not received a response as 
we went to press yesterday (Wednesday).

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Council U-turn over 
river car park deal?

CONTROVERSIAL plans to change a free 
riverside car park into a permit-only zone 
for county council staff have been left hang¬ 
ing in the balance after Labour councillors 
challenged the move. 

The decision to restrict parking at the site off 
Burnt Mill Lane was called-in by councillors Mike 
Danvers and Jean Clark last week and has now been 
referred back to cabinet for reconsideration at a 
meeting tonight (Thursday) with a recommendation 
to explore the possibility of introducing a pay-and- 
display system instead. 

Members of the call-in committee also suggested 
that an initial free parking period of two hours is 
added to bring the site into line with other Town 
Park car parks. 

Speaking after the meeting, Cllr Danvers said: “I 
was pleased to see both Labour and Conservative 
members of the call-in committee listen carefully to 
residents’ concerns. 

“We heard a number of compelling arguments 
from anglers, walkers, joggers and disabled resi-

dents as to why the car park is so important to them 
and I feel it is only right that the cabinet’s plans are 
reconsidered. 

“The fact that a number of Conservative council¬ 
lors clearly feel the same way is encouraging and 


I’m hopeful our recommendations will now be 
accepted by cabinet.” 

Under the original plans agreed by cabinet mem¬ 
bers last month, the car park would be designated 
for the exclusive use of Essex County Council staff 
working at nearby Goodman House and completely 
off-limits to members of the public between 7.30am 
and 5.30pm on weekdays. 

In return, Harlow Council would receive an 
undisclosed annual payment from County Hall. 

Stort Valley Angling Society chairman Mick 
Westby, who branded the original plans as a “disas¬ 
ter” for disabled users of the car park, said he felt the 
call-in committee’s recommendations were a sensi¬ 
ble compromise. 

“Although I’d obviously much rather the car park 
was left as it is, I’m reasonably happy with the pay- 
and-display option suggested by the call-in commit¬ 
tee,” he said. 

“The two hours free parking should be sufficient 
for most visitors and I understand there could be fur¬ 
ther negotiations over introducing permits for 
anglers to allow them to park for longer periods. 

“I just hope that members of the cabinet will see 
sense and not put profit above the needs of the pub¬ 
lic. We’ll have to wait and see.”

Records destroyed in

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Pair threatened 
teen with knife 
before stealing 
mobile phone 

TWO muggers who threatened a 
teenager with a knife before stealing 
his mobile phone have been jailed. 
Oluwajuwon Adeyemi-Thomas (20), 
of Harefield, Harlow, was sentenced 
to 24 months in a young offenders 
institution for robbery and possessing 
a bladed article in a public place. He 
pleaded guilty to both offences. 

Adam Lawal (18), of Playhouse 
Square, Harlow, was sentenced to 21 
months after pleading guilty to a 
charge of robbery. 

Chelmsford Crown Court was told 
both defendants had previous 
convictions for robbery. 

Richard Stevens, prosecuting, said 
the offence took place at Passmores 
Field on the afternoon of September 
14. 

The pair were sitting on a bench 
when the victim, a 16-year-old 
college student, walked past. They 
followed him before one of them 
grabbed him by the arm and 
demanded he had over his mobile 
phone. 

At first the teenager said he did not 
have one but when Adeyemi-Thomas 
produced a kitchen knife with a four- 
inch blade he handed it over. 

Lawal took out the phone’s sim card 
and handed it back to the victim, 
telling him: “If you tell the police we 
will kill you.” 

But the teenager knew Adeyemi- 
Thomas and later picked him out at 
an identification parade. 

In mitigation, Lawal said he did not 
know his co-defendant had a knife or 
intended to use it until it was 
produced. 

He said the robbery was unplanned 
and opportunistic and he now wanted 
to make a fresh start as his girlfriend 
was pregnant with twins. 

The court was told that on the day he 
committed the offence, Adeyemi- 
Thomas was on his way to college to 
enrol on a computer and technology 
course. 

Passing sentence, Judge Anthony 
Goldstaub told them their victim had 
been badly frightened and humiliated 
by what they had done to him. 


Calls for trust 
to run museum

SCORES of residents voiced their con¬ 
cerns for the future of Harlow’s museum 
at a fiery public meeting on Tuesday. 

The forum, which was chaired by Harlow 
Civic Society chairman Stan Newens, was held 
in response to Harlow Council’s plans to offload 
the popular service and its premises in Muskham 
Road. 

Joel Charles, the council’s portfolio holder for 
community and citizenship, said it had been 
forced to find £1.9m of savings due to 
Government funding cuts and had no other 
option but to find new partners to run its discre¬ 
tionary services. 

He added that the authority had received one 
formal expression of interest in running the 
museum from a local voluntary sector organisa¬ 
tion but was unable to give more details of the 
negotiations because of “legal issues”. 

“Although I am not at liberty to divulge the 
name of the organisation we are currently talking 
to I am pleased to say they are local and repre¬ 
sent the voluntary sector,” he said. “If this group 
does indeed take on the museum service I am 
confident they will do an excellent job.” 

But it soon became clear those attending did 
not share Cllr Charles’ optimism, with one mem¬ 
ber of the public describing the council’s plans as 
“sacrilege”. 

Concerns were also raised over the long-term 
accessibility of public records and artefacts, the 
future of museum staff and the possibility of the 
service and building being split. 

Others questioned the council’s apparent lack 
of a marketing strategy for the museum and 
whether the authority could guarantee that 
admission would remain free, with several ask¬ 
ing what would happen to the existing provision 
of educational workshops for schoolchildren 
under new ownership. 

In response, Cllr Charles claimed the council 
had no plans to sell off the historic building and 
pledged to retain it “for community use”. 
However, he admitted the service was likely to 
move from its current premises. 

He said that all records and artefacts belong¬ 
ing to the council would be retained in purpose- 
built storage facilities at the Muskham Road site,

while those on loan to the museum would be 
returned to their owners. 

Staff have been told their jobs were at risk but 
Cllr Charles hinted that some employees could 
be kept on by the new operators, who could also 
continue to provide an education service. 

Former Labour councillor Derek Fenney then 
called for the council to put its plans on hold and 
investigate the possibility of setting up a trust to 
run the museum, a call echoed in a motion put 
forward by his former Labour colleague Tom 
Farr and approved at the meeting’s conclusion. 

But Cllr Charles told the audience that a com¬ 
munity trust had already been set up via the 
Harlow Voluntary Sector Forum and questioned 
why the civic society had yet to join. 

Speaking after the meeting, Mr Newens said 
he had been pleased with the turnout. 

“We had almost 100 people turn up to express 
their genuine concerns over the future of the 
museum, concerns that I’m sure are echoed by 
the wider public,” he said. 

“Conservation of and access to Harlow’s his¬ 
toric records are under threat because of this 
council’s actions, while the future of a historic 
and beautiful site remains uncertain. 

“I just hope the council will take on board res¬ 
idents’ concerns and think again before part of 
our town's heritage is erased.”

Death of 
former 
council 
chairman 

FORMER Harlow 
Council chairman 
Vernon Albert Phelps 
has died at the age of 86. 
Mr Phelps - known as 
Bert throughout his time 
as a Labour councillor - 
passed away on Monday 
morning following a 
long battle with illness. 
One of the new town’s 
early residents, he 
moved to Pottersfield in 
1953 and soon became 
involved with the local 
Labour Party.

WORK has finally been com¬ 
pleted on a new pedestrian 
crossing linking Harlow College 
to the town centre - almost two 
years after road safety concerns 
were first raised. 

The new Toucan crossing on busy 
Velizy Avenue was supposed to have 
been ready for the start of the autumn 
term in September last year but the proj¬ 
ect was repeatedly delayed by highways 
authority Essex County Council. 

County Hall first pushed back the 
start of work until October 2010 after 
claiming access to the site had been 
compromised by the start of con¬ 
struction work on the new Anglia 
Ruskin University building on the 
college campus. 

The project was then hit by further 
delays as the authority restructured 
its highways and transportation 
department before assigning a new 
team to “revisit the project and review 
construction methods and materials”. 

After criticism from angry students, 
parents, college staff and Harlow MP 
Rob Halfon, the county council final¬ 
ly started work on the crossing this 
summer before applying the finishing 
touches late last week. 

Mr Halfon, who launched a campaign

calling for the road safety improvements 
with members of the college’s student 
union almost 18 months ago, said he 


was “relieved” the work was now com¬ 
plete. 

“I am delighted that students now 
have a safer journey walking to and from 
the college,” he said. “Velizy Avenue is a 
busy road at all times of the day and so 
the crossing will be welcomed by all the 
students who have to cross it.” 


Harlow College principal Colin 
Hindmarch added: “We have cam¬ 
paigned with Mr Halfon for over a year 
to get these improvements and we are 
delighted that this has now happened. 

“The safety of college students is our 
top priority and the new crossing at 
Velizy Avenue will certainly help.”

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New designs for 
'ageing' estates

PLANS to bulldoze bungalows on 
three housing estates and build hun¬ 
dreds of new homes in their place will 
come under scrutiny from councillors 
tonight (Thursday). 

A design brief for the project will be pre¬ 
sented to members of Harlow Council’s cab¬ 
inet. 

Blueprints for the redevelopment of The 
Briars, Aylets Field and Copshall Close have 
been drawn up after six months of consulta¬ 
tion with residents of each neighbourhood. 

At the heart of the proposals - which 
received cross-party backing from the 
authority’s Regeneration Select Committee 
in October - is a recommendation to replace 
existing homes with around 400 new houses, 
bungalows and apartments. 

If approved, the phased redevelopment 
could start in 2013 and will see 214 bunga¬ 
lows demolished in small groups before 
replacement homes are built within the new 
layout. 

The council claims that by using this 
approach it will allow many residents to 
move straight from their current home to 
their new one without having to move into 
temporary accommodation elsewhere. 

Councillor Russell Perrin, portfolio hold¬ 
er for regeneration, said this week the deci¬ 
sion to completely redevelop the three prior¬ 
ity estates had not been taken lightly. 

“Having embarked on this course we are 
completely committed to ensuring residents 
are involved at every stage,” he said. 

“The design brief sets out the principles 
and the tone for what the residents of The 
Briars, Aylets Field and Copshall Close want 
their estate to look and feel like following 
extensive consultation, rather than being a 
definitive blueprint. 

“Now the developers will need to bring 
this brief to life and present us with solid 
proposals that they can get on and build and 
which will meet the needs expressed by the 


residents.” 

As well as providing a broader range of 
homes providing at least as much living 
space as the current properties, the chosen 
developers will need to show they can deliv¬ 
er improved open spaces and adhere to the 
latest standards in eco-friendly building. 

The design brief also proposes doing 
away with narrow access lanes and introduc¬ 


ing more traditional streets, a plan enthusi¬ 
astically backed by residents during the 
consultations. 

Cllr Perrin added: “We were delighted 
with the positive feedback from residents on 
the design brief. It shows that we really are 
listening to people on the estates. 

“This is not just about building homes; it 
is also about strengthening communities.”

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Police launch Christmas drink-drive blitz 


THE annual crackdown on driv¬ 
ers who drink over the Christmas 
period is under way. 

Essex Police will be stepping up 
patrols in towns with bustling night¬ 
time economies and rural areas in a 
bid to deter revellers from getting 
behind the wheel. 

Officers will be using breath tests 
to detect alcohol and roadside 
impairment tests to check for drug 
use. 


During last year’s campaign a total 
of 181 out of the 5,279 drivers who 
were stopped and breathalysed were 
found to be over the limit, a reduction 
of 31 per cent compared to the same 
period in 2009 when 261 of 5,284 
drivers tested positive, refused or 
failed to provide a sample. 

Adam Pipe, casualty reduction 
manager for Essex Police, said: 
“Drink-driving is no joke. It risks 
lives, not just that of the driver and 
their passengers but other innocent 


people using the road and can result 
in a criminal record, the loss of a 
driving licence or a fine of up to 
£5,000. 

“More seriously, those who kill or 
injure someone could face up to 14 
years in prison and have to live with 
their actions for the rest of their 
lives.” 

He urged people to report habitual 
drink-drivers by calling the non¬ 
emergency number 101 or Crime- 
stoppers on 0800 555 111.

A MEMBER of a gang of thieves who 
stole £15,000 worth of equipment 
from a Scout group compound in 
Harlow has been convicted by a jury. 

Daron Reader (46) was identified by 
Heidi Shepherd, a friend of one of the Scout 
leaders, who came forward after she read 
about the crime in the Star. 

Chelmsford Crown Court was told Mrs 
Shepherd has spoken to Reader, one of five 
men she saw loading up camping equipment 
from a container onto a lorry at the 1 st Great 
Parndon Scouts hut in School Lane on the 
night of February 4. 

At the time she did not realise she was 
witnessing a crime taking place. 

Mrs Shephard’s testimony was the only 
evidence against Reader, of River View, 
Grays. The court heard that there was no 
forensic evidence and the other four mem¬ 
bers of the gang had not been traced. 

Two roll-on, roll-off containers lent to the 
Scouts by ED Edwards Waste Management 
Ltd of Roydon were also stolen. One con¬ 
tained camping and other equipment while 
the second was used to store builder’s tools. 

Reader, who claimed he at his fiancee’s 
home in South Ockendon on the night of the 
thefts, denied three offences of theft but was 
convicted by the jury after just two hours of 
deliberation. 

Mrs Shephard, a support worker for the 
disabled, told the court she positively identi¬ 
fied Reader from photographs she was 


shown by police. 

She said she first saw the men when she 
was walking home with her husband and 
went back out about 11pm with her dog. 

She said she knew the Scouts were going 
camping that weekend and she spent about 
20 minutes watching what was going on as 
the gang transferred items from one con¬ 
tainer to a flat bed lorry and a Transit van. 

When she read the police appeal in the 
Star a few days later asking for information 
about the burglary, she came forward. 

After the verdict was announced, the 
court heard that Reader has 44 previous con¬ 
victions including offences of burglary, han¬ 
dling stolen goods, shoplifting and supply¬ 
ing heroin. He served five years in jail for 
the drug offence. 

Judge Patrick O’Brien released Reader on 
bail pending his sentencing later this month 
but warned him: “Obviously you are a can¬ 
didate for custody.” 


Teenage mugger snatches 
schoolboy's mobile phone 


A TEENAGER was assaulted 
and robbed of his mobile 
phone as he walked home 
from school. 

The incident happened in 
the Brockles Mead area of 
Harlow on the afternoon of 
Tuesday, November 22. 

The 13-year-old victim 
was approached by a youth 
who asked for the time. 
When the boy took out his 
phone, the thief pushed him 
into a fence and grabbed the 
Blackberry Curve phone 
before running off. 

The suspect is described as 
white, aged 16-17 and about 
5ft 7ins tall. He had blond or 
mousy brown short hair and 


was was wearing a hoodie 
pulled up over his head. 

The suspect also had dis¬ 
tinctive discolouring to his 
bottom row of teeth. 

PC Joanna Barnes said: 
“We know there were three 
schoolgirls standing nearby 
who did not witness the actu¬ 
al robbery but saw the sus¬ 
pect running off. We are par¬ 
ticularly keen to speak to 
them.”

CHRISTMAS is fast 
approaching but I’d like to 
finish my column for this year 
by telling you about two really 
significant pieces of news 
which will come out of 
tonight’s (Thursday) cabinet 
meeting. 

Both are about growing our town, a 
pleasant change when the national 
news seems full of stories about 
double-dip recessions.

I would like to thank all the 
residents who gave us their views 
during the consultation over this, 
either in writing or at public 
meetings. It was a real community 
exercise and it is great to see local 
people engaged about the future 
shape of their estates. 

The second exciting item up for 
approval tonight is the appointment 
of consultants to help us prepare 
and market the redevelopment of 
the northern part of the town 
centre. 


Their job will be to help us find a 
developer to revitalize the area of 
the town centre. The property 
market is still turbulent but we’re 
confident we can market Harlow as 
an exciting investment opportunity 
throughout 2012. 

All of which is not a bad way to 
end 2011. The council is, 
meanwhile, doing its bit to save 
money. 

We are closing the Civic Centre 


from 4pm on Friday, December 23 
to January 3 to save money on 
energy and building costs. Coupled 
with a pay cut staff agreed to this 
year, this will save us £100,000. 

You will still of course be able to 
contact the council in an 
emergency. 

On a final note, can I wish you all a 
Merry Christmas and Happy New 
Year. It’s been a tough year but 
Harlow is set for renewal in 2012.

Pan's people hit the heights at The Playhouse 


Review 

Peter Pan 
Harlow Playhouse 


THE Playhouse has done it again with 
a riotously entertaining and magical 
festive feast for the whole family. 

This is the first time the theatre has 
gone with Peter Pan as a panto, so it 
was fascinating to see how the tale of 
the boy who never grew up was 
handled by the team responsible for 
last year's Aladdin and 2009’s 
Cinderella. 

An energetic old London town market 
routine featuring typically high 
production values segued nicely to the 
Darling’s nursery, where we meet 
Wendy (the excellent Amber Wallis), 
her two brothers John and Michael - 
and Peter Pan. 


It’s at this moment, when our hero 
whisks the Darlings off to Neverland, 
where the show can easily disappoint. 
If the flying doesn’t convince it can 
spoil the remainder of the show, but 
here they got it spot on, capturing a 
real sense of wonder and 
enchantment. 

While Wendy becomes a surrogate 
mother to the Lost Boys and Girls, 
elsewhere in Neverland the dastardly 
Captain Hook seeks his revenge on 
Peter for having chopped off his hand. 
But there’s a crocodile out there that’s 
had a taste of old Hookie’s digits and 
wants the rest. 

Jacob Scipio (CBeebies’ 

Kerwhizzator) brought the right 
balance of child-like wonder and 
dashing heroism to the role of Peter, 
while the wonderful Chris Ellison 
(The Bill's DI Burnside) delivered 


moustache-twirling old-school villainy 
to his cracking portrayal of Hook. 

But it was Tom Swift’s performance as 
Hook’s right-hand man Smee that sent 
the show into overdrive. 

That’s not to say the rest of the cast 
are mnot worthy of mention. Patrick 
Jacobs in particular was a camp-as- 
Christmas delight as Starkey, but it’s 
hard to compete with Swift when he’s 
firing on all cylinders. 

Great costumes and sets, an 
imaginative lighting design, impressive 
dance routines courtesy of Academy 
Arts and Jacqui Ison Theatre Arts and 
songs made for another Playhouse 
panto to savour. 

All children may grow up except one, 
but this enchanting version of Peter 
Pan is sure to bring out the kid out in 
all of us.

Pre-Shrek Puss Is the 
purrfect feisty feline 


PUSS IN BOOTS (3D & 2D)

JOLLY green ogre Shrek and his 
sweetheart Princess Fiona amassed 
nearly $3bn at the global box office 
before heading into the fairytale sunset 
at the conclusion of Shrek Ever After. 

All good things must come to an end, 
except in Hollywood where a single 
original idea deserves at least one sequel 
and a spin-off film franchise or television 
series. 

So it comes to pass with Puss In Boots, a 
computer-animated prequel to the Shrek 
films that traces the formative years of the 
sword-fighting feline before he crossed 
paths with the pungent ogre and wise¬ 
cracking Donkey. 

The script plunders familiar characters 
from nursery rhymes and fairytales, putting 
a fresh spin on Jack & The Beanstalk. 

The story begins with the young Puss 
(voiced by Antonio Banderas) being 
abandoned at an orphanage where kind 
Imelda (Constance Marie) raises the kitten 
as her own. 

Initially picked on by the boys, Puss learns 
to fight to survive and he helps to protect 
fellow outcast Humpty Alexander Dumpty 
(Zach Galifianakis). 

Many years late, the surrogate brothers join 
forces with sexy pickpocket Kitty Softpaws 
(Salma Hayek) to steal magic beans 
currently in the possession of murderous 
outlaws Jack (Billy Bob Thornton) and Jill 
(Amy Sedaris). 

These beans are rumoured to grow a 
beanstalk that leads to the giant's castle 
and the greatest treasure of all: the Golden 
Goose. 

However, old rivalries between Puss and 
Humpty jeopardise the daring enterprise. 
Director Chris Miller maintains a brisk pace, 
exploiting the 3D format in a rooftop chase 
sequence and a flamenco-style dance 
battle between the Casanova cat and his 
rival, replete with slow-motion acrobatics. 
Banderas purrs every line with 
unconcealed delight and sparks fiery on¬ 
screen chemistry with Hayek's feline fatale, 
while Galifianakis milks laughs and 
sympathy for his ovoid oddball. 

The climactic ascent of the beanstalk 
ensures a slam-bang finale, suggesting 
there is plenty of life in the swashbuckling 
furball if DreamWorks Animation laps up a 
potential sequel.

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Supersized Clio gets a facelift 


T HE Renault Clio Mk 
III was always a big 
car in the supermini 
class but this facelifted 
model is even bigger. 

At 4,027mm, it’s 41mm longer 
than the pre-facelift model and 
that extra length is utilised in 
making the Clio appear lower, 
leaner and more streamlined. 
This isn’t one of those facelifts 
that leaves everyone at a loss 
as to what exactly has changed. 
The front end of the Clio is 
markedly more aggressive with 
the sharp lines of the air- 
intake and the headlights 
combined with the thin, 
smirking grille. 

It’s a look that first appeared 
on the Megane family hatch 
and it gives the Clio a far more 
purposeful appearance, even in 
its non-sporting forms. 

The interior is also upgraded 
with some relocating of the 
minor controls to increase 
user-friendliness. Higher spec 
models now get a soft touch 
dash with the satellite 
navigation screen integrated 
into it. 

Beneath the skin, Renault’s 
focus has been on increasing 
refinement on the Clio and 
today’s model features 
upgraded sound-deadening 



measures to combat engine, 
transmission and wind noise. 
The occupants should have a 
pretty cushy time of it because 
the Clio also continues to set 
the standard for supermini 
cabin space with its impressive 
rear head and leg room, along 
with a generously 
proportioned boot of 288 litres. 
The five-door version featured 
here doesn’t look quite so 
dynamic as the three-door 
bodystyle but it’s still worthy 
of consideration, even if 
you’re one of those who buys 
purely on aesthetics. 

Renault recognise that the 
three-door car will mop up the 
lion’s share of all UK Clio sales 
but the five-door car adds a 
useful string to the car’s bow, 
especially for family buyers. 
For the time being at least, the 
five-door looks the better buy. 
The Clio III five-door is offered 
with a wide array of petrol and 
Euro IV-compliant common 


rail diesel engines. The petrol 
engine range comprises a 
75bhp 1.2-litre, a lOObhp 1.2- 
litre turbo, a lllbhp 1.6-litre 
VVT with an automatic 
gearbox and a 128bhp version 
of the same engine with in 
manual guise. 

The 1.5-litre dCi diesel engine 
comes in a choice of two power 
outputs: 86bhp and 106bhp. 

Five trim levels are available. 
One of the biggest factors in 
many supermini buying 
decisions is safety and the Clio 
III has excellent neutral weight 


distribution and some serious 
brakes to prevent an accident 
happening in the first instance. 
It is delivered as standard with 
Generation 8 Bosch ABS plus 
electronic brake force 
distribution (EBD) and 
emergency brake assist (EBA). 
Other options include 
electronic stability programme 
(ESP) incorporating ASR 
traction control, understeer 
control and MSR engine torque 
overrun regulation. 

Along with the Modus, the Clio 
III is the first car in its 


segment to offer additional 
beam cornering headlamps, 
while double distance xenon 
headlamps are also available 
for enhanced night visibility. 
The Clio Ill’s structure 
includes a number of 
programmed deformation 
zones and has been designed to 
function with Renault’s third- 
generation system for restraint 
and protection. This includes 
up to eight airbags, 
incorporating two adaptive 
front airbags complete with 
load limiter and double 
pretensioners for the front 
seats. If you must crash, at 
least have the foresight to do it 
in a Clio III! 

The five-door Renault Clio III 
makes an extremely 
convincing family choice. It’s 
not particularly sporty in feel, 
but buyers in this market don’t 
tend to seek out Tarmac- 
scorching performance or 
bone-jarring ride. That’s why it 
feels a better fit for its market 
than the similarly soft-riding 
but aggressively styled three- 
door car. 

You also get a lot of metal for 
your money when compared 
with rivals. 

It may not be glamorous but 
the Clio III five-door is going to 
take a heck of a lot of beating.
